University Offers 
Band Teaching 
At Summer Session 

A new course under the direction of 
Professor Alan Smith of the Faculty 
of Education will be held this year as 
part of the Summer Session of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, Edmonton. This 
course is designed to further qualify 
school teachers in order that they may 
become competent to commence teach¬ 
ing Band. A prerequisite of this course 
demands that students already have a 
substantial background in theoretical 
and practical music. 

Instrumental studies will include tone 
production, fingering, and the embou¬ 
chure of all brass and woodwind instru¬ 
ments; a survey of percussion instru¬ 
ments and their performance tech¬ 
niques; care of band instruments; con¬ 
ducting; the special study of clarinet, 
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trumpet, trombone and rudimentary 


drumming.

The teenager members num¬ 
bering more than 50, attend classes 
during the early evening and some have 
become paid up members. This entitles 
them to the use of the centre 24 hour’s 
per day. The membership includes a key 
to the building for use at odd hours.
